Historic preservation 
millage Ok’d for ballot

Crawford County voters will 
be asked to decide a millage in 
August aimed at creating a pool 
of money that groups would be

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County to hire 
seasonal traffic 
safety officer

Starting on Memorial Day, the 
Crawford County — Sheriff’s 


Office will have a deputy on the 
road assigned to handle traffic 
safety issues. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners gave Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield permission to 
hire the seasonal traffic safety 
officer last week. 

The officer will work from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day, 
policing traffic accidents and 
patrolling the main roads which 
become more congested during 
the tourism season. 

Wakefield had told county 
officials that he tried to assign a 
deputy to address traffic prob- 
lems, but has had to shift duties 
to address various staffing issues 
at the department in recént years. 

The traffic officer will only be 
pulled from his assigned duty in 
an emergency situation, 

“If it’s a life and death situa- 
tion — absolutely — that’s what 
we put the badge on for, but I 
want thts program to succeed 
and the only way [| can make it 
succeed is to make sure that this 

officer does nothing more than 
traffic enforcement,’ Wakefield 
said, 

Wakefield told commissioners 
that the sheriff's office is han- 
dling about 400 complaints a 
month. He reinforced the fact 


that the millage to fund the 24- 
hour road patrol] was to fund 
“bare bones” law enforcement in 
the county. 

“They're basically running 
from complaint to complaint, 
and when they do get a chance to 
sit for a half hour or so in a spot 
working radar, they get pulled to 
handle a complaint,” Wakefield 
said. “It's a never ending battle 
and it’s a vicious circle, but 
that’s the way it is, that’s what 
we’re here for and that’s what 
we're doing.” 

County Administrator Paul 
Compo said it will cost $17,000 
to fund the officer during the 
tourism season. The position is 
being initiated on a trial basis 

seasonally so that it does not 
have to be approved by the 
police officer's anton, and the 
county is not obligated to pay 
insurance and fringe benefit 
costs, 

County officials believe they 
will recoup the costs to fund the 
officer through fines imposed on 
traffic violations in district court. 
Wakefield will cover any short- 
fall in the program from his reg- 
ular budget. 

“We are trying to improve the 
safety in the community without 
diverting other resources to do 
that and we hope to recover our 
costs with an officer who will 
specifically concentrate on traf- 
fic,’ Compo said.

IMMIGRATION HAS leaped to the 
forefront of the American political agen- 
da, including all its broad array of rami- 
fications. 

Rounding up thousands of illegal 
aliens who have been coming here for 
years for jobs or study or other reasons — 
and staying — and now shipping them out 
is a huge and probably undoable task.

cle barricades along the border, improv- 
ing roads, providing support for aerial 
and ground surveillance, analyzing intel- 
ligence, and “other administrative sup- 
port.” 

The White House doesn’t say how 
much this adventure will cost, but claims 
the funds will come from present and 
other emergency military allocations. 

Does any of this sound familiar? 
Analogies are not exact, but troubling 
nonetheless. 

In the Middle East, American troops 
properly were assigned the military 
duties of defeating Iraqi and Afghan 
armed forces. Then they were expected 
to hang around to build roads and 
bridges and schools, aid local officials, 
gather and analyze intelligence, train 
local troops, and other non-combat 
duties, It has not worked out that way. 

Fifty years or so ago, the first 
American aid to Vietnam ran along the 
same lines — help local government offi- 
cials, train local personnel in both mili- 
tary and civil matters, provide guidance 
and counsel, gather and analyze intelli- 
gence, and perform other non-combat 
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functions. It didn’t work that way in 
Southeast Asia either. 

] fully realize the Mexican border 
adventure is a great big stretch, and the 
Mexican border is a long way from Iraq, 
Afghanistan and Vietnam, both in miles 
and in context. But when military per- 
sonnel are dispatched with rather vague- 


ly prescribed purpose in a situation that - 


does not directly imperil! Americans, | 
quiver a bit and caution: Tread lightly. 

Anyway, how effective are intermit- 
tent barriers of a few hundred miles 
when the border runs for 2,000 miles or 
so?

MEMORIAL DAY is upon us again. 
At the risk of offending regular readers 
by repetition, the Almanack offers the 
following thoughts, slightly updated for 
2006: 

“TRAGIC EVENTS America has 
faced during the past 12 months have 
added significance to Memorial Day this 
year.” 

That’s the way our Memorial Day 
Almanack started in 2002, reflecting the 
memory of the more than the 3,000 non- 


combatant victims who died in the 
September 11 homeland terrorist attacks 
on the United States. 

And that’s the way our 2005 Memorial 
Day column began as well, reflecting 
again the deaths of America’s men and 
women in military service who fell in 
Afghanistan and Iraq in what has 
stretched out to be long and bloody war- 
fare. 

Unfortunately the same introductory 
paragraph is equally as appropriate 
today. 

Warfare in Iraq and Afghanistan con- 
tinues. These are not traditional wars, in 
the standard military way, but the sol- 
diers, marines and other military person- 
nel who are killed are just as dead as vic- 
tims of America’s other more tradittonal 
wars, 

In the non-traditional warfare in which 
America’s military men and women are 
currently involved, more than 2,500 of 
them have died and more than 17,000 
have been wounded. 

Their loved ones experience the same 
depth of grief as victims in a traditional 
war. Their children are orphaned in the 


same way. Their injuries are just as 
painful and often just as debilitating. 

War is deadly, even non-conventional 
war. Death is real. And another 
Memorial Day has rolled around. 

Just as this 2006 Memorial Day mes- 
sage recalls words and thoughts from the 
2002 Almanack, it now closes with 
thoughts and words from that same mes- 
sage four years ago: 

Is it too much to hope that one of 
America’s primary goals as a nation in 
both world and domestic affairs will be 
to end the spiral of wars and killing that 
keeps adding more and more American 
dead to our Memorial Day honors list? 

Cannot America find and pursue other 
ways ... less deadly ways ... to conduct 


America’s world affairs and still fulfill 
our proper role as world leader? 
There’s always hope.

Over the last few weeks there 
have been some misstatements 
made in the community regard- 
ing the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County which have 
been brought to our attention. 
Now is the time to clarify things. 

First of all, the new shelter 
project is rolling full steam 
ahead, as planned, and we 
should be breaking ground in 
late July or the first part of 
August. The site plan and con- 
ceptual drawings are finished 
and will soon be presented to 
Grayling Township for final 
approval. 

David and Cheryl Millikin 
have graciously donated enough 
fencing to enclose our 2 1/2 acre 
site and we recently received a 
$10,000 donation from a part- 
year resident and long-time sup- 
porter toward construction. 
Many people in the community 
have made donations and many 
have told us they’re interested in 
helping with site preparation and 
construction, That’s wonderful, 
because this is a community pro- 
ject. 

A new shelter is long overdue, 
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and even though the Crawford 
County Road Commission has 
been very good to us, it’s time to 
move on and build a better facil- 
ity that can be easily cleaned and 
maintained, with more room for 
our dogs and a more humane 
“cageless” environment for our 
cats. It will be energy efficient, 
healthier for the animals and a 
facility that will bring pride to 
this community. 

Like building a new library, 
renovating our high school and 
improving our hospital’s emer- 
gency room, the construction of 
a new animal shelter will show 
the world how much we truly 
care about every member of our 
community. 

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, as a 501¢3 
nonprofit, membership-based 
organization, has taken on the 
burden of paying for this new 
facility instead of having the 
county go to the taxpayers with 
another millage request.

The national, safety . belt 
enforcement mobilization takes 
place May 22 - June 4. Officers 
will focus increased attention on 
safety belt enforcement. 

In 2005, Michigan reached its 
highest safety belt use rate ever, 
at 92.9 percent. For every one 
percent increase in belt use, an 
estimated 10 lives and 130 
injuries are prevented in the state. 
(National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration) 

The mobilization is about sav- 
ing lives, not just writing tickets. 
Buckling up makes a motorist 
safer in acrash, ‘Traffic enforce- 
ment is serious crime fighting. 
Past mobilization efforts have 
resulted in drunk driving arrests, 
stolen vehicle recoveries and 
numerous felony and misde- 
meanor warrant arrests. 

For many drivers, the threat of 
a ticket has proven to be a greater 
incentive to buckle up than the 
risk of death or life-altering 
injury.

and eventually became a com- 
mander of the unit. He was 
awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross, the second high- 
est military decoration of the 
United States Army, awarded for 
extreme gallantry and risk of life 
in actual combat with an armed 
cnemy force. Levi Stevens 
received the medal from Gen. 
John Pershing, 

“To do some of things he did, 
he must have had a death wish,” 
Ralph said. “The way they 
fought wars back in 1913, it’s a 
little different than they do now. 
There was a lot of hand and hand 
combat.” 

After Levi Stevens passed 
away, his family sorted through 
his possessions and decided to 
loan a handful of the items to the 
Crawford County 
Museum. 

A plaque featuring the names 
of the soldiers of the Company 
B, [25th Infantry, the 
Distinguished Service Cross, the 
pistol and a helmet worn by a 
German soldier were put on dis- 
play in a glass case at the muse- 
um. 

Grayling Police — Officer 
Robert Butzin was called to a 
break in at the museum on June 
19, 1996, The burglars first tried 
to pry open the glass case, then 
tried to break it before removing 
the screws from one of the pan- 
els so they could take the items. 

The case was turned over to 
Detective Dennis Long, who fol- 
lowed up on some local leads, 
but there was never enough evi- 
dence to pursue charges. 

Long entered the serial num-

into the Law Enforcement 
Information Network, a informa- 
tion database which is used by 
law enforcement agencies across 
the country to track stolen prop- 
erty and criminal activity.

The case remained in the cold 
case files kept at the Grayling 
Police Department. In April, 
Long was contacted by the 
firearms division from the Las 
Vegas Metro Police Department. 
Las Vegas police officers confis- 
cated the pistol, which was 
loaded, from a juvenile while 
handling a disturbing the peace 
complaint. 

Long said officers were able to 
contirm a match on the gun since 
the original barrel had been 
removed from the weapon as 
precautionary measure before it 


was displayed at the museum. 

Ralph Stevens, a former 
Grayling mayor, had periodical- 
ly checked with Long about the 
case. He said the family was 
pleased to have the side arm 
returned, but were disappointed - 
that someone would take the 
other military mementos. 

“] was pleased that our little 
police department was able to 
accomplish this,” Stevens said. 
“I think it speaks well for them,” 

Stevens said it would be up to 
family members if the pistol will 
be loaned back to the museum 
since several parts of the weapon 
have been replaced or altered. 

“It doesn't hardly represent 
World War I, and that was the 
whole purpose of tt,” he said. 

Grayling Police Karl 
Schreiner credited Long for his 
diligence in following the 
unsolved case. 


“These cases are not at the 
forefront of | your mind, but 
they're always there,” Schreiner 
said, “After 10 years, we are 
pleased to have returned the pis- 
tol to its rightful owner. We don't 
like having guns out there where 
they don't belong.” 

Long said it is always sausfy- 
ing to bring closure to a case in 
an attempt to right the wrong. He 
said he will continue to try to 
determine how the pistal made 
its way to Nevada and wound up 
in the hands of a suspected gang 
member. 

“We will track the case from 
the last person who had the gun 
to the first person who had the 
gun to try to resolve the crime,” 
Long said. “It’s going to take 
some me and | will sork on it 
while [ work on other things, but 
we will piecemeal it all back 
together.” 


Historic preservation millage Ok’d for ballot

memorabilia would be displayed. 
Township and city officials 
agreed to enter into negotiations 
with the Michigan Museum of 
Military Transport members in 
February for use of the building. 

Grayling Township is seeking 
to sell its share in the building, 
which has made museum offi- 
cials lean toward trying to pur- 
chase the building from the city. 

Liability issues and cost of 
bringing the building up to code 
with the American Disability Act 
and other renovations are other 
tactors being considered. 

Brian Morrison, president of 
the Michigan Museum of 
Military Transport Foundation 
Board of Trustees, said the muse- 
uum is seeking a permanent home 
so it can apply for grants avail- 
able for operating costs and 
expansion. 

“We have been operating as a 
traveling museum for {0 years, 
but we need a home so we can 
apply for grants, and basically 
give people the opportunity to 
see what we have and to learn 
about the history of military 
vehicles,” Morrison said, 

Morrison said the museum 
group could get as many as 14 
various military vehicles in the 
fire department building, which 
would also house office space 
and a museum store. 

“The advantage that we have is 
because we are a member-based 
organization, and most of the 
vehicles belong to our members, 
most of the display would be on 
4 rotational basis,” Morrison 
said, 

Eventually, the group hopes to 
acquire 10 to #2 acres and con- 
struct a building, which would 
feature 70,000 square foot, for a 
larger muscunl, 

Morrison sail the military 
museum is trying to work closely 
with Camp Grayling officials 
with the goal of bighlighting the 
history of the military installa- 
tion, . 

County Commissioner Mike 
Lange questioned if the group 
has considered different: loca- 
tions, including the former Fred 
Bear museum at Hanson Hills, 
which is leased to Grayling 
Recreation Authority through the 
Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs. . 

“If you are working with 
Camp Grayling, i would seem 


like they would work with you 
on that location,” Lange said, 
“You would have property to 
expand, going forward, if you 
were at that type of location.” 

Morrison said the museum has 
focused on the fire department 
building because it is available 
and due to its central location in 
the city. 

“This type of activity does 
bring several thousand visitors a 
year, especially after we get 
established,” he said. 

The military museum would 
seek up to half of the funds gen- 
erated by the millage as it pur- 
sues a mortgage for the fire 
department building. Morrison, 
however, said the group would 
work with less funds and would 
not tie the purchase of the build- 
ing to the passage of the millage 
since negotiations are still ongo- 
ing and a price has not been 
determined for the building. 

County officials stressed that 
museum officials would be 
charged with educating the pub- 
lic and campaigning for the mill- 
age. 

“Rither we are in support of 
the museum systems throughout 
the county or we’re not and that's 
the decision the citizens have to 
make and we can explain to them 
that this can bring people to the 
county,’ County Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee said. 

If approved, the millage would 
result in an added $10 per year in 
taxes for a person with a home 
worth $100,000 that has a tax- 
able value of $50,000 

“if you bring hundreds and 
thousands of people into the 
community every summer, the 
dollar return is going to be 
there,” said Dave Stephenson, 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Kay Cosgray, president of the 
Crawford County Historical 
Society, said having funds ear- 
marked for historical preserva- 
tion would be helpfal to restore 
the Crawford County Museum 
and the museum caboose. 

“Those are all capital cam- 
paigns that we have wanted to do 
for several years that we just 
don’t have the funding to do,” 
Cosgray said. 

Bruce Patrick, the chairman of 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee, was also 
excited about the prospect: of 


having additional funds made 
available through the county. The 
steering conimittee has been pur- 
suing grants to help restore the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery building. 
in order to convert the county 


landmark into a nature museum. 

“Tt would be nice to have the 
extra operating funds, because 
that is the issue that everyone is 
dealing with at this point.”

Bonds to be sold

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Wildflower planting schedule for 
Grayling Stormwater Rain Gardens 


With the warmer temperatures 
and much needed rain, the 
stormwater retention basins that 
were dug in the south side of 
Grayling are ready for planting. 

The basins, located in the street 
right-of-way, are used to treat 
80% of the stormwater runoff 
from city streets and are serving 
as a State of Michigan demon- 
stration project for protecting 
rivers, By infiltrating rain water 
into the ground, rain water is 
being handled the way nature 
intended it, thus helping to main- 
tain the AuSable River's clear, 
cold water and stable stream 
flows for which it is famous. 
These “rain gardens” have been 
extremely effective in handling 
runoff through several large 
storms already, 

Now that it’s time to plant the 
rain gardens, flowers, grasses, 
and shrubs native to Michigan 
are being used, rather than turf 
grass or ornamental flowers. The 
hardiness of these plants increas- 
es the chances of survival in 
rather difficult: growing condi- 
uons, 

In addition, the native plants 
selected for use in the project 
have deeper root systems than 
turf grass. Using plants that can 
“take up” pollutants through 


their roots is an important part of 


the project. Plants used in. this 
project include — coneflower, 
smooth aster, red osier dogwood, 
butterfly weed, sand coreopsis, 
goldenrod, joe pye weed, little 
bluestem grass and wool grass, 
ninebark, and choke cherry. 

Prior to installing plants in the 
basins, which will occur from 
approximately June 2 through the 
9, some of the deeper basins will 
be shallowed slightly in order for 
the plants to better establish 
‘themselves. Shallowing will be 
done by spreading topsoil during 
the week of May 22,

Fish Hatchery to open for the summer 


The Grayling Fish Hatchery, 
located on the East Branch of the 
AuSable River on North Down 
River Road, will open for the 
summer on Saturday, May 27, 
giving visitors the opportunity to 
see live trout up close, feed them, 
and possibly even catch one. 

Fish Hatchery visitors can toss 
food to the thousands of brook, 
brown, and rainbow trout thal 
live and grow in the I] raceways 
at the hatchery. Trout range in 
size from minnows to 28 inches 
long. 

The Fish Out Pond at the 
hatchery gives visitors a chance 
to catch a live trout. Vish Out 
Pond anglers pay by the inch of 
the fish caught, Fishing poles are 
available for use on site. 

The Fish Hatchery was started 
by the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Club, formed by Rasmus Hanson 


in 1916, The club was one of the 
first groups in Michigan to rec- 
ognize the need to reinforce nat- 
ural (rout reproduction in streams 
by hatching and rearing fish in 
protected ponds, The group was 
dedicated to supplying  areé 
streams with as many trout as 
possible. 

After being sold to the State of 
Michigan in 1926, the hatchery 
remained in operation until the 
1960s. It was then abandoned 
and lay dormant until around 
1979 when local sportsmen and 
historians learned the DNR 
planned to fill in the ponds and 
efforts to reopen the landmark 
began. Currently, a major reno- 
vation project is in the works to 
create a museum at the site,

which is operated by Grayling 
Recreation Authority, is open

diet. Responsible for regu- 
lating the fluid balance in 
our cells, potassium also 
blunts the effects of excess 
sodium. Too much sodium 
and too little potassium is a 
recipe for high blood pres- 
sure. Strike a healthier bal- 
ance by cutting back on salt 
and increasing potassium 
intake with bananas, pota- 
toes, broccoli ‘and kiwi. 

3. Say "no" to that extra 
cup of joe. Four or more 
cups of daily brew could 
elevate blood levels of 
homocysteine, an amino 


acid associated with 
increased risk of cardiovas- 
cular disease. Drinking 


more than two cups of cof- 
fee a day can harden the 
arteries and contribute to 
arteriosclerosis. Switch to 
tea; its heart-healthy bene- 


fits include lower blood 


pressure and reduced 
inflammation. 

4. “Beet" heart disease. 
Beets contain the antioxi- 
dant betanin, which can 
help keep LDL cholesterol 
trom clogging your arteries, 
according to a study pub- 
lished in the Journal of 
and Food 
Chemistry. Moreover, this 
root vegetable is a good 
source of folic acid, which 
helps to break down that 
heart-hurtin' homocysteine. 
Top sources of folic acid 
include spinach, broccoli, 
romaine lettuce and 
papaya. 

5. Become a better listen- 
er. University of Baltimore 
researchers found that peo- 
ple with "dominant person- 
alities" had a 47 percent 
higher risk of heart disease 
when compared to their 
more patient, passive 
peers. So how do you know 
if you're "dominant"e 
Another study identified 
several markets — including 
the tendency to interrupt! 

6. The "L" word your 
heart truly longs for: 
lycopene. This heart-healthy 
phytonutrient - found in 
tomatoes, watermelon and 
pink grapefruit - may lower 


cholesterol levels and 
reduce inflammation. 
Harvard researchers found 
that eating seven or more 
servings of tomatoes a 
week might reduce the risk 
of cardiovascular disease 
by 30 percent. 

7. Choose healthy fats. 
Monounsaturated fats (think 
olive oil, avocado, nuts} - 
when used in place of satu- 
rated fats (think butter, 
bacon, beef) -help lower 
cholesterol. Another healthy 
fat - omega-3 —- helps 
reduce inflammation. 
Omega-3 sources include 
wild salmon, walnuts and 
Haxseed. 

8. Don't turn breakfast 
into break-feast. While skip- 
ping breakfast actually low- 
ers your metabolism, going 
overboard is no better. A 
new study done at the 
University at Buffalo found 
that big fatty breakfasts trig- 
ger the release of inflammo- 
tory chemicals associated 
with clogged arteries. So 
skip the stack of flapjacks 
and opt for a strawberry- 
banana smoothie. 

9. Ode to soy. Twenty-five 
grams of soy protein per 
day can help lower choles- 
terol, according to the 
American Heart 
Association. Soy's other 
hearthealthy nutrients 
include folic acid and mag- 
nesium (which helps main- 
tain normal blood pres- 
sure]. Soymilk, edamame, 
tofu and soynuts are jusi 
some of the many ways to 
enjoy soy. 

10. Go for a raise. In HDL 
cholesterol, that is. Higher 
levels of this "good" choles- 
terol can be almost as 
important as low levels of 
LDL cholesterol at keeping 
cardiovascular disease at 
bay. In addition to exercise, 
quitting smoking and limit 
ing trans fats, a University 
of Scranton study found that 
drinking cranberry juice 
could help boost HDL levels.

Heart Disease: 


Silent But Deadly

It's quiet...it’s 
deadly...it's heart disease, 
the number one killer of 
women in the United 
States. 

Approximately 500,000 
women die from heart dis- 
ease each year, yet 
according fo a survey con- 
ducted by WomenHeart: 
The National Coalition for 
Women with Heart 
Disease, more women are 
concerned about breast 
cancer than heart disease. 
Many in fact are surprised 
when they are diagnosed 
with The disease is 
quiet, so quiet that some of 
those who have it don’t 
even know it. Fortunately, 
there are steps you can 
take to reduce your 
chances of developing 
heart disease. 

Start with your diet. 
Keep a journal of what 
you eat for one week and 
then sit down and analyze 
it. How much fat do you 
consume? Your fat caloric 
intake should not exceed 
more than 30 percent of 
your total diet in a week's 
time. What kind of fats do 
you consume? Keep satu- 
rated fats to a minimum 
and make sure you include 
some polyunsaturated fats 


in your diet, such as those 


found in margarine or 


cooking oil. 

Eat a variety of foods 
and pay attention to por- 
tion sizes, especially pro- 
tein. You shouldn't eat 
more than six ounces of 
protein per day. Although 
a good source of protein, 
egg yolks are high in cho- 
lesterol. Keep the choles- 
terol down by substituting 
whole eggs with one egg 
yolk and two or three egg 
whites, depending on the 
number of eggs called for. 

Watch your salt and 
sugar intake. High salt 
intake can lead to hyper- 
tension, a precursor to 
heart disease. 

Think twice before reach- 
ing for the saltshaker and 
try to limit your consump- 
tion of processed foods, 
which usually contain a lot 
of salt. Although sugar 
isn’t directly related to 
heart disease, a diet high 
in it often translates to a 
diet high in calories and 
low in complex carbohy- 
drates, fiber, vitamins and 
minerals. Grab a banana 
or apple instead of a 
snack cake. 

Choose healthier foods 
when shopping, cooking 
or eating out. Look for

Several factors have been 
identified by the American 
Heart Association that can 
increase the risk of a stroke 
and heart disease. Some you 
can control and some you 


can't. Let’s look at those you: 


can’t control first. 

e Age. As women get 
older, their risk of stroke 
increases. 

¢ Family history. Chances 
of having a stroke increase if 
a blood family member has 
had one. Race also factors 
into the risk, with African- 
American women being at a 
greater risk, 

¢ Gender. Half the total 
deaths caused by strokes are 
women. 

¢ Previous history of 
strokes. Women who have 
previously had a stroke are 
at greater risk to have a sec- 
ondone. 

Here are some factors that 
you can control. 

e¢ = Alcoholic __ intake. 
Excessive drinking can raise 
blood pressure, thereby 
causing a stroke. 

¢ Diabetes mellitus. 
Women who have diabetes 
are three to seven times more 
likely to have a stroke. 

¢ High blood cholesterol. 


Having high blood choles- 
terol increases a woman’s 
chances of having a stroke. 

¢ High blood pressure. If a 
woman is 20 pounds or 
more overweight, has a fam- 
ily history of high blood pres- 
sure, is pregnant, is taking a 
certain type of birth control 
pills ‘or has reached 
menopause, she has a high- 
er risk of developing high 
blood pressure, increasing 
her risk of having a stroke. 

¢ Physical inactivity. Lack 
of exercise leads to weight 
gain, which leads to an 
increase in the risk of having 
a stroke. 

¢ Smoking. Women who 
smoke are at a greater risk of 
having a stroke. 

° Stress response. 
Unhealthy stress can lead to 
overeating or drinking, 
which can increase the 
chances of a stroke. 

¢ Overweight. Increased 
weight places women at a 
higher risk for high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol, 
diabetes, high triglycerides, 
heart disease and stroke. 

A stroke can change your 
life forever. If you are lucky, 
you can make a full recov- 
ery. Women are more likely 
to recover from a stroke than 
men. New studies and thera- 
pies are continuing to help 
people reduce their chances 
of having a stroke. Scientists 
at the National Institute of 
Neurological Disorders pre- 
dict that within the next 10 
years, 80% of all strokes will 
be able to be prevented.

A frightening statistic 
released by the National 
Institute of Mental Health 
states that one in 10 adults, 
more than 18 million peo- 
ple in the United States, 
experiences clinical depres- 
sion every year, Of those, 
more than six million 
women, twice the number 
of men, experience depres- 
sion every year. But what 
exactly is clinical depres- 
sion? It is a serious mental 
illness that develops at any 
age, and while treatable, it 
is a lifelong condition. 

Some facts to know about 
clinical depression include: 

¢ Women ages 25 to 44 
are more likely to experi- 
ence depression. 

¢ Girls who are entering 
puberty are more likely to 
experience depression than 
boys. 

° Married women have a 
higher rate of depression 
than unmarried women. It 


peaks during ehigeediing 


years. 

¢ Elderly women are 
more likely to experience 
depression than elderly 
men. 

¢ The number one cause 
of disability among women 
is depression. 

¢ Only one out of three 
women who experience 
depression gets help. 

© Almost 15% of women 
who experience depression 
commit suicide. 

¢ There is a strong tie 
between eating disorders 
and depression. 

What causes clinical 
depression to affect more 
women than men? The 
answer is a combination of 


factors: 

® Biological. Women are 
more apt fo be depressed 
during their reproductive 
years. Depression can also 
occur before menstruation, 
during and after pregnan- 
cy, and before menopause. 

¢ Genetic. Depression 
can run in families. 
Someone whose mother, 
father or sibling experi- 
enced depression is 25% 
more likely to be depressed 
themselves, 

e Psychosocial. Stress 
brought on by having a job 
and a family, traumatic life 
experiences such as rape 
or abuse, lack of a support 
system, poverty and sex 
discrimination can lead to 
depression. Women who 
have low selfesteem, are 
pessimistic and tend to get 
stressed out are more likely 
fo experience depression. 

No two people experi- 
ence clinical depression the 
same way, but there are 
some common symptoms to 
look for. If you experience 
any of these symptoms for 
several days over a two- 
week period, it’s time to see 
a doctor. 

° Crying a lot and feeling 
persistently sad 

¢ Sleeping foo much or 
too little and not being able 
to go to sleep or stay 
asleep 

© Loss of interest in things 
once enjoyed 

¢ Difficulty remembering 
or making decisions 

¢ Physical symptoms that 
don’t go away, even with 
treatment | 

¢ Thoughts of death and 
suicide 

¢ Loss of energy or feel-

ings of fatigue 

¢ Loss of appetite and 
weight or eating too much 
and gaining weight 

* Feeling restless and irri- 
table 

The treatment for clinical 
depression includes: 

e Psychotherapy. For 
mild-to-moderate depres- 
sion, interpersonal and 
cognitive/behavioral thera- 
py can be effective. For 
women who are pregnant 
or are trying to become 
pregnant, psychotherapy is 
the best course of action 
because drugs may harm 
the baby. 

e Antidepressant medi- 
cines. There is no indica- 
tion that antidepressant 
medicines work better on 
women or men, but women 
generally experience more 
side effects. How long the 
medication is needed 
depends upon the degree 
of depression. 

Th®re are also some dos 
and don'ts to fighting clini- 
cal. depression: 

e Do learn as much as 
you can about depression 
and its treatment. - 

¢ Do exercise everyday. 
This will help you feel better 
and give you more energy. 

¢ Do eat balanced meals 
and get enough sleep. 

¢ Do take your medicine 
and/or attend the counsel- 
ing sessions as prescribed 
by your doctor. 

¢ Do set small goals for 
yourself, . 

¢ Do stay in fouch with 
family and friends. Avoid 
isolation.

(NewsUSA} - A century 
ago, food-borne diseases 
such as typhoid fever and 
cholera were common. 
Even though improvements 
in food safety have con- 
quered_ these _ illnesses, 
many food-borne diseases 
are still causing harm today. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, approximately 
76 million cases of food- 
borne disease occur each 
year in the U.S. The most 
commonly recognized food- 
borne diseases are those 
caused by salmonella and 
campylobacter. Together, 
these bacteria cause 80 
percent of the illnesses and 
75 percent of the deaths 
associated with meat and 
poultry products. Seafood is

Fish meat should be shiny 
and firm, not easily separat- 
ed from the bone and have 
a fresh, mild smell. 

¢ Inspect the package. 
Purchase meat and seafood 
that has received an aniti- 
pathogen treatment that 
doesn't alter the food's 
color, smell, taste or 
appearance, such as those 
offered by Global Food 
Technologies. Be sure to

avoid products that have 
outlived their "sell-by" dates 
or have dents or tears in 
their packaging. 

¢ Avoid cross-contamina- 
tion. Use separate cutting 
boards — one for raw meats 
and another for fruits and 
vegetables -- fo diminish the 
likelihood of cross-contami- 
nation. Also, wash your 
hands thoroughly — with 
antibacterial soap before 
and after handling raw 
meat and seafood. 

¢ Store at the right tem- 
perature. Fresh seafood and 
poultry should be stored at 
40 degrees or below to 
ensure freshness. When 
cooking poultry, breasts 
should be cooked at 170 
degrees, whole chicken or 
turkey at 180 degrees and 
ground poultry at 165 
degrees.

(NewsUSA) ~ Many a 
proverb has been dedicat- 
ed to how our attitudes and 
expectations evolve as we 
pass through life's seasons, 
but far less has been written 
about how our nutrition 
needs change as we enter 
the golden years. 

As we age, we need 
fewer calories — about 10 
percent less per decade 
from age 50 onward — but 
not necessarily fewer nutri- 
ents. With our bodies' own 
natural antioxidant systems 
losing steam, we need to 
increase our intake of 
antioxidantrich fruits and 
vegetables like artichokes, 
blackberries, blueberries, 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, 
cranberries and dried 
plums. 

Because of this calorie- 
nutrient paradox, it's more 
important than ever to 
choose foods with care, 
opting for a nutrient-dense 
diet and avoiding empty- 
calorie snacks:;: Fiber, for 
example, is a macronutrient 
that too many seniors get 
foo little of. In addition to 
lowering levels of "bad" 
cholesterol, fiber helps 
improve regularity at a time 
when gastrointestinal dis- 
tréss may become an issue. 
Top sources of healthy fiber 
include navy beans, oats, 
raspberries, oranges and 
green peas. 

Protein is another 
macronutrient elders need 
but 60 percent fail to con- 
sume in adequate amounts. 
The body's ability to absorb 
vitamin B-12 declines with 
age, and salmon is a great 
choice as a two-or-one pro- 
tein. and vitamin B-12 
source. As a_ bonus, 
salmon, sardines, albacore 
and flounder are good 
sources of omega-3 
"healthy" fats that help 
boost memory power. 

Another nutrient for your 
noggin is niacin. In a four- 
year study of 800 seniors, 
those with the highest intake 
of niacin - also known as 
vitamin B-3 - had an 80 
percent lower risk of devel- 
oping Alzheimer's. Niacin 


sources include portobello i, 


and button mushrooms, red 


potatoes, and once again, 
salmon — an all-around 
"superfood" for seniors. 

Here's more "food for 
thought": Onions and 
apples are loaded with 
quercetin ~ an antioxidant 
that may be even more 
powerful than vitamin C 
when it comes to preserving 
brain cells. The antho- 
cyanins found in berries, 
grapes and cherries also 
maintain mental acumen. 
Tufts researchers found mid- 
dle-aged rats fed a berry- 
rich diet performed tasks as 
well as much younger sub- 
jects. 

Of course, what's acuity 
without agility? Help reduce 
the risk and alleviate symp- 
toms of joint pain by losing 
any excess weight; a mere 
10-pound weight loss can 
reduce knee stress by 40 to 
80 pounds. Those same 
fruits and vegetables that 
can help you manage your 
calorie budget also can 
reduce your risk of rheuma- 
toid arthritis, according to 
Harvard researchers. 
Specitic foods for joint 
health include cherries and 
pineapple, both of which 
contain compounds that 
may inhibit inflammation, 

Diminished sense of taste 
and smell, also a part of 
aging, may incline you to 
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coat your food with salt at 
the precise time when 
blood pressure concerns 
should suggest limiting sodi- 
um intake. Instead of reach- 
ing for the salt shaker, try 
herbs and spices to add 
extra flavor. Curcumin, a 
compound in curry, can 
serve as another weapon in 
your anti-Alzheimer's arse- 
nal. | 
Finally, don't let advanc- 
ing years become an 
excuse for sitting on the 
sidelines. Researchers at 
the University of California 
at San Francisco found that 
for every mile elderly 
women walk per day, the 
risk of cognitive decline 
drops by 13 percent. Such 
moderate aerobic exercise 
also improves heart func- 


‘tion. Adding strength train- 


ing can boost your metabo- 
lism, build bone density 
and even lift your libido. All 
in all, research suggests 
that those over 65 who 
exercise at least once a 
week have a 40 percent 
lower risk of premature 
death than their less-active 
peers. 

So get out there, discover 
new activities, try new 
foods.

(NU) - We've all heard 
the news about the poten- 
tial hearthealth benefits of 
moderate alcohol consump- 
tion. It's no wonder such 
stories grab headlines. 
They're the nutritional 
equivalent of the classic 
media formula of "man 
bites dog." As for the rest 
of us, we celebrate by rais- 
ing a glass to our health. 
But whenever | hear one 


of these reports, | wonder . 


whether it actually ends up 
doing more harm than 
good. Most fail to mention 
the health risks of excessive 
alcoho!” —s consumption, 
which will do a body far 
more damage than moder- 


-ate consumption will do it 


good. And they leave the 
impression that health ben- 
efits apply to men and 
women alike. Not so. 

Most of the research 
regarding alcohol's effects 
in raising good cholesterol, 
or HDL, levels looks at men 
and postmenopausal 
women. Very litle, if any, 
evidence suggests that alco- 
hol consumption in younger 
women is beneficial. Even 
worse, other studies associ- 
ate younger women's alco- 
hol _ consumption — with 
increased disease risk. 


Up to 4 percent of breast 
cancers can be attributed to 
alcohol. According to a 
recent study in the British 


Journal of Cancer, every 


drink increases a woman's 
chances of developing 
breast cancer. In a recent 
summary of 63 published 
studies, 65 percent of the 
studies found an associa- 


tion between alcohol con- 


sumption and increased 
breast cancer risk. 

It's tempting to dismiss 
these health risks by point 
ing to more obvious ones, 
like excess weight and 
inactivity. In fact, 54.3 per- 
cent of women age 20 to 
39 are obese or over- 
weight. But if you're one of 
them and you're trying to 
lose weight and increase fit- 
ness, drinking alcohol will 
hardly help you achieve 
your goals. 

Add that = much-bally- 
hooed glass of red wine a 
day without making any 
other changes in your diet 
or exercise, and you'll gain 
nearly 15 pounds per year. 
In four years, you'll be 60 
pounds heavier, which 
won't do much to help your 
heart. 

Counting calories. from 
alcohol can be doubly diffi- 
cult. Not ‘only are these 


calories less satisfying than 
those from food, these days 
they're likely to come in 
super-sized martini glasses 
the size of swimming pools. 
Alcohol sabotages your 
diet in other ways as well. 
Lowered inhibitions can 
lead to overeating, while 
even one drink can damp- 
en your metabolism for up 
to 24 hours. 

Bottom line: Be honest 
with yourself. Don't usé 
health claims about spirits 
as an excuse to justify 
excessive drinking which 
endangers your life, liver, 
looks and limbs. Keep in 
mind that plenty of other, 
better ways to improve 
heart health are out there. 
Start by getting and staying 
fit, Exercise at least five 
times each week. And eat a 
diet rich in fruits and veg- 
etables, whose antioxidants 
may reduce the risk of heart 
disease by reducing the 
oxidation of cholesterol in 
your arteries. 

Most of all, remember 
that less is more. And get 
all the facts before you go 
looking for your health at 
the bottom of a glass of 
booze.
